JOHN’S—INTEREST OF SCIENTIFIC MFN IV TH PAI 
GIGANTIC CUTTLES. 
From the New York World. 


St. John's, N. F., Dec. IO.—I ani now I lie 
happy possessor of u complete specimen of 
the devil-flsb, of which no other is to ho found 
in any museum in Europe or America. 
Tho 
circumstances under which it was captured 
were very remarkable. 
A few days ago four 
fishermen of Logic Bay, which is a few miles 
from St. John’s, were overhauling their her­ 
ring nets, 
when 
they 
found 
entangled 
In 
their 
meshes 
some 
huge 
crea­ 
ture 
which 
made 
the most 
desperate 
efforts to escape. 
Its struggles were so vio­ 
lent that their twat was nearly capsized, aud 
they were about to abandon their net and en­ 
deavor to csca|>e when one of the men, more 
courageous than the others, seized a small 
tomahawk and struck it several blows about 
the head, which put un end to its existence, 
and nearly severed the head from the body.— 
On hauling in their net and landing their fish, 
they were astonished to find that it was a 
creature such as they had never before cap­ 
tured, of extraordinary formation, and con­ 
siderable dimensions. 
At first they were in­ 
clined to throw it back into the sea, or con­ 
vert it into manure, but being told by some 
one that I was interested in these s*-a mon­ 
sters they brought it to me, and I very gladly 
gave them a sum of money for it winch sur­ 
prised and pleased them so much that they 
declared they would soon bring me another. 
But said one, “Ifs the divil’s fish sure enough, 
for it nearly kilt usentirely." 
I have bad this fish photographed aud care­ 
fully examined aud measured. It belongs evi­ 
dently to the same gigantic 8|»eeitis of cuttles 
as the one seen in Conception Bay and which 
I formerly described; but it is a young one, 
probable uot more than two or three years old, 
and bad it been spared it would, no doubt, 
have grown to be forty or fifty feet in length. 
It la, however, a very promising imp indeed. 
Its body is eight feet in length aud five in 
circumference. 
It has ten arm-* radiating 
from tho head, 
Of tbes* two are twenty-four 
feet in length, only two inches and a half in 
circumference, and armed at their broadened 
extremities with rows of beautiful and jiower- 
ful sucking disks, about eighty on each arui. 
They art* very tough and strong. 
The remain­ 
ing eight arms are each sil feet in length, and 
at the Junction with the head are niue inches 
in circumference, la irin g to a fine point. 
The under surface of each is covered with 
rows of large suckers—about IOO on each.— 
The i*eak, strong and very sharp, the shape 
of a parrot’s, is in the middle of the central 
mass from which the arms radiate, and in 
about the size of man's Aret. 
The eyes are on 
each side of this central nucleus, aud art* each 
four inches iu diameter, very dark and lieauti- 
ful, aud surrounded by a white ring. 
At­ 
tached to the body, which is but a huge stom­ 
ach, are two funnels or tulles, one for ejecting 
the inky fluid which it manufactures in unlim­ 
ited quantities, and the other for drawing iii 
and ejecting water. 
Tile water is admitted by 
valves, and the oxygen being extracted from 
it is expelled by this tube. 
When forcibly 
ejected, the reaction of the surrounding ele­ 
ment enables the creature to shoot backwards 
with great rapidity. 
The tall is tbv forward 
moving power. 
If the two longest arms of the specimen 
were extended they would lie forty-eight feet 
between the extremities, and two of the 
shorter arms would be upward of thirteen feet, 
from tip to tip. 
The embrace of these mons­ 
trous arms, covered with a thousand suckers. 
great and small, each Bulking into the flesh 
of the victim aud seeming to drink the* blond, 
would be something terrible beyond the 
power of imagination. 
Add to this the gleam 
Of those staring eyes, four inches in diameter, 
flashing wtih rage, the parrot-likc, powerful 
beak and the clammy, glutinous body and 
jleath-like touch of the slimy tentacles, aud we 
have a picture which the wildest romancer 
has never yet conjured up. “Truth Is stranger 
than fiction. 
Victor Hugo was ridiculed for 
the monster he created; here is ro t more 
moustrous by far.

In the melancholy catalogue of tho poor 
people engulfed it the Ville du Havre we read 
(says the London Telegraph) that there were 
twenty-seven thlnl-cias* passengers and six 
“stowaways.” The last named term is suffi­ 
ciently curious to call for explanation, aud iu 
tendering it we touch upon one of the most 
wretched features of emigrant life. 
A “stow­ 
away’’ is an individual who, at the last mo­ 
ment bu*, oefore the vessel leaves the dock 
for her destination, slinks on board, creeps 
below and conceals himself as securely us be 
is able in remote nooks and corners of the 
lower deck or the forepeak. 
Sometimes he 
gets Into th* bold; but there, if the batches 
are battened down, h{ runs the imminent risk 
of being smothered. 
At all events, ho crawls 
into bis coign of vantage and crouches there 
like a rat behind the wainscot, quaking for 
fear of discovery.' And detection must sooner 
or later be the doom of the stowaway. 
So well is the praetiee of smuggling human 
baggage known to seagoing folks, that prior 
to a large emigrant ship sailing there is gen­ 
erally organized a picket of sailors headed by 
one of the mates, and furnished witbjlantern a 
and rattans, who make a tour of exploration 
among the packing cases aud the provision 
casks. ‘'Hunting for stowaways" tea most sx- 
dtlng sport; the wretched defaulters are 
“started" from their holes, roundly abused, 
hustled to deck, “slanged” by the cap tain - 
happy they, in an American clipper, who ee- 
cape being “Shkfibaled” by the boatswain, or 


“booted" by the first mate—and are then con­ 
tumaciously kicked over the side. Some stow­ 
away*. however generally contrive lo pas* 
unnoticed in the search; aud six—the number 
found ou lioard the Villo du H arte—may be 
considered as a fair average among a hundred 
and fifty |«a**coger*. The ship, in uty case, 
cannot be many days ut sea before they me 
discovered 
Every fresh hogshead of beef or 
biscuit that i* unheaded diminishes th eir, 
chances of immunity; Atli! there have been J 
known instances of the unfortunate creatures 
being Inadvertently jammed up between aud 
bel) in J heavy piles of merchandise, aud so 
suffering u living entombment rivalling that of 
Constance de Bevel ley in horror. 
Stowaways dragged from their hidlug-piaces 
when the ship is in blue water have to take 
their chance; ami a very calamitous chance 
it is. 
If the culprit lie a woman slut has not 
much to fear. 
Jack is proverbially gallant, 
and an active woman may make herself very 
useful iii the cabin aud the cookhouse. 
But 
when the offender happens to be a raw lad-- ; 
which he generally i*. and Irish to boot—he 
has emphatically a “ bad time” of it. He may 
consider himself fortunate if lie is allowed to 
earn the worth of bis bcd and lioard by per­ 
forming the most muulal drudgery, and at the 
end of tho voyage the captain can, if he choos­ 
es, take the stowaway before a magistrate and 
have hint punished for fraud. 
It usually hap­ 
pens, however, that the (kipper, when the 
run is over, is as glad to get rid of his unprof­ 
itable passenger as that passenger is to b* 
well out of the ship. 
The former says noth­ 
ing about the pecuniary lo** his owners have 
suffered, and the latter Is quite content to be 
silent with regard to the numerous attentions 
conveyed through the instrumentality ofmar- 
linspikrs and ropes' end* with which lie ha* 
been favored by the boatswain aud bis assis­ 
tants 
What the French authorities would 
have said to these waif* ami (trays on their 
arrival at Havre ii uncertain; but the poor 
fallows need tear no frowns of human justice 
now. 
They are drowned.

A DEVIL-FISH C A FfillT . 
■XTBAOSDINARY CAPTURE BY LOOIC BAY FISH­ 
ERMEN—THE HEAD OF TUB MONSTER STRUCK 
gOFF AND THE WHOLE NOW IN PICKLE IN ST. 
JOHN’S—INTEREST OF SCIENTIFIC MEN IN THESE 
GIGANTIC CUTTLES. 
From the New York World. 
St. John’s, N. F., Dec. 10.—I am now t lie 
happy possessor of a complete specimen of 
the devil-fish, of which no other is to be found 
in any museum in Europe or America. 
The 
circumstances under which it was captured 
were very remarkable. A few days ago four 
fishermen of Logic Bay, which is a few miles 
from St. John’s, were overhauling their her­ 
ring nets, when they found entangled 
in 
their 
meshes 
some 
huge 
crea­ 
ture 
which 
made 
the most desperate 
efforts to escape. Its struggles were so vio­ 
lent that their boat was nearly capsized, aud 
they were about to abandon their net and en­ 
deavor to escape when one of the men, more 
courageous than the others, seized a small 
tomahawk and styuck it several blows about 
the head, which put an end to its existeuce, 
and nearly severed the liead from the body.— 
On hauling in their net and landing tbeirfish, 
they were astonished to find that it was a 
creature such as they had never before cap­ 
tured, of extraordinary formation, and con­ 
siderable dimensions. At first they were in­ 
clined to throw it back into the sea, or con­ 
vert it into manure, but being told by some 
one that I was interested iu these sea mon­ 
sters they brought it to me, and I very gladly 
gave them a sum of money for it which sur­ 
prised and pleased them so much that they 
declared they would soon bring me another. 
But said one, “It’s the divil’s fish sure enough, 
for it nearly kilt us entirely.” 
I have had this fish photographed and care­ 
fully examined and measured. It belongs eyi- 
dently to the same gigantic species or cuttles 
as the one seen in Conception Bay and which 
I formerly described; but it is a young one, 
probable not more than two or three years old, 
and had it been spared it would, no doubt, 
have grown to be forty or fifty feet in length. 
It is, however, a very promising imp indeed. 
Its body is eight feet in length and five in 
circumference. It has ten arms radiating 
from the head, Of these two are twenty-four 
feet in length, only two inches and a half in 
circumference, and armed at their broadened 
extremities with rows of beautiful and power­ 
ful sucking disks, about eighty on each arm. 
They are very tough and strong. The remain­ 
ing eight arms are each sil feet in length, and 
at the Junction with the head are niue inches 
in circumference, tapering to a fine point. 
The under surface of each is covered with 
rows of large suckers—about 100 on each.— 
The beak, strong and very sharp, the shape 


“booted’’ by the first mate—and are then con­ 
tumaciously kicked over the side. Some stow­ 
aways, however generally contrive to pass 
unnotieed in the search; and six—the number j 
found on board the Vilio du Ilarve—may be 
considered as a fair average among a hundred 
and fifty passengers. The ship, in any case, 
cannot be many days at sea before they aie I 
discovered. Every fresh hogshead of beef or 
biscuit that is unheaded diminishes their 
chances of immunity; stili there have been 
known instances of the unfortunate creatures 
being inadvertently jammed up between aud 
behind heavy piles of merchandise, and so 
sufl8ring a living entombment rivalling that of 
Constance de Beverley in horror. 
Stowaways dragged from their hiding-places 
when the ship is iu blue water have to take 
their chance; and a very calamitous chance 
it is. If the culprit be a woman she has not 
much to fe ar. Jack is proverbially gallant, 
aud an active woman may make herself very 
useful in the cabin aud the cookhouse: But 
when the offender happens to be a raw lad — 
which he generally is, and Irish to boot—he 
has emphatically a “ bad time” of it. He may 
cousider himseif fortunate if he is allowed to 
earn the worth of his bed and board by per­ 
forming the most meuial drudgery, and at the 
end of the voyage the captain can, if he choos­ 
es, take the stowaway before a magistrate, and 
have him punished for fraud. It usually hap­ 
pens, however, that the skipper, when the 
run is over, is as glad to get rid of his uuprof- j JJQR ALL ARTICLES IN JEWELRY, RICH SOLID SILVER AND 
itable passenger as that passenger is to be 
well out of the ship. The former says noth­ 
ing about the pecuniary loss his owners have 
suffered, and the latter is quite content t.o bo 
silent with regard to the numerous attentions 
couveyed through the instrumentality of mar- 
liuspikes and ropes’ ends with which he has 
been favored by the boatswain and hie assis­ 
tant». What the French authorities would 
have said to these waif? and strays on their 
arrival at Havre is uncertain; but the poor 
fellows need fear no frowns of human justice 
now. They are drowned.

mass from which the arms radiate, and is 
about the size of man’s first. The eyes are on 
each side of this central nucleus, aud are each 
four inches iu diameter, very dark and beauti­ 
ful, and surrounded by a white ring. At­ 
tached to the body, which is but a huge stom­ 
ach, are two funnels or tubes, one for ejecting 
the inky fluid which it manufactures in unlim­ 
ited quantities, and the other for drawing in 
and ejecting water. The water is admitted by 
valves, and the oxygen being extracted from 
it is expelled by this tube. When forcibly 
ejected, the reactiou of the surrounding ele­ 
ment enables the creature to shoot backwards 
with great rapidity. The tail is the forward 
moving power. 
If the two longest arms of the specimen 
were extended they would be forty-eight feet 
between the extremities,- and two of the 
shorter arms would bo upward of thirteen feet 
from tip to tip. The embrace of these mons­ 
trous arms, covered with a thousand suckers, 
great and small, each sinking into the flesh 
of the victim and seeming to drink the blood, 
would be somethiug terrible beyond the 
power of imagination. Add to this the gleam 
of those staring eyes, four inches in diameter, 
flashing wUh rage, the parrot-likc, powerful 
beak and the clammy, glutinous body and 
.death-like touch of the slimy tentacles, and we 
have a picture which the wildest romancer 
has never yet conjured up.

In the melancholy catalogue of the poor 
people engulfed in the Ville du Havre we read 
(says the London Telegraph) that there were 
twenty-seven third-class passengers and six 
stowaways.” The last named term .is suffi­ 
ciently curious to call for explanation, aud iu 
tendering it we touch upon one of the most 
wretched features of emigrant lire. A “stow­ 
away” is an individual who, at the last mo­ 
m ent just before the vessel leaves the dock 
for her destination, slinks on board, creeps 
below and conceals himself as securely as he 
1b able in remote nooks and corners of the 
lower deck or the forepeak. 
Sometimes he 
gets into tbs hold; but there, if the hatches 
are battened down,.hq runs the imminent risk 
of being smothered. At all events, ho crawls 
into his coign of vantage and crouches there 
like a rat behind the wainscot, quaking for 
fear of discovery.* And detection must sooner 
or later be the doom of the stowaway. 
So well is the pnwtice of smuggling human 
baggage known to seagoing folks, that prior 
to a large emigrant ship sailing there is gen­ 
erally organized a picket of sailors headed by 
one of the mates, and furnished withJlantern s 
and rattans, who make ft tpur of exploration 
among the packing cases and the provision 
casks. “Hooting for stowaways” is a most ex­ 
citing sport} the wretched defaulters are 
“started” from their holes, roundly abused, 
hustled on deck, “slanged” by the captain—

The officers of the Juniata 
assert that there is a concerted plan among 
tho prisoners to profess entire ignorance as 
to the nature of the V irginia at the time of 
capture, aud us to the transportation of arms 
there is groat unanimity among them.

I coaid imagine him a# he stood before Hie 
corpse of the departed philosopher, reciting 
part of the lines of Marc Antony over the 
body of the selfslaughtered Brutus, never more 
Just than if spoken by Weed at the coffin of 
Greeley:

Sos. Enterprise so genuine merited a bettor 
fate. 
T he tScw Spantih Jliiiistor. 
In the selection of Caleb Cushing fcr the 
Spanish Mission the President has done as 
touch as posslbe to remedy the mistake made 
In appointing Gen. Sickles. The latter is a 
soldier of approved bravery and skill, and as 
such deserves well of the republic; but per­ 
haps mainly for the qualities that made him a 
good soldier he is unfitted for the delicate 
business of a diplomatist, whereln'coolness of 
temper and a proper recognition of others’ 
dignity, as well as the assertion of one’s own, 
win peaceful victories and consummate desira­ 
ble ends. Caleb Cusbiug is a master not onl.\ 
of international jurisprudence, but skilled iu 
diplomacy, and lie will be able to preserve the 
rights of bis country amid the complications 
continually presented by the internecine strug­ 
gles afflicting unhappy Spain bpth in her own 
boundaries and upon her fair possessions in 
the Gulf, and at the s ime time give expression 
to that sympathy 30 fitting to coma from the 
•leading republic and so grateful and necessary 
to receive by the latest. Though Mr. Cashing 
failed in his latest eflort at diplomacy, it does 
not argue in the least that he will other than 
succeed with the hidalgos and grandees, for 
his negotiations with Fernando Wood’s dog 
were of a personal character, and the lack 01 
success on Caleb’s part must be attributed to 
a lack of appreciation on the dog's part of the 
heavy tomes in which are buried the weightiest 
utterances of our latter-day statesmen. 


Sw allow ing a Cam el and S training 
a Cunt. 
One of those interminable and senseless dis­ 
cussions in which the Alouny Journal and Ar­ 
gus continually indulge is now going on con­ 
cerning the judicial assignments made by 
Gov. Dix. 
These discussions are usually 
carried on by takiug a line or two, and 
divorcing it from all connection.with the long 
article of which it is a part, ringingtbo changes 
upon it, and twisting it into meanings opposite 
to the entire lone and tenor of the full article, 
interlarding it with the expression of the poor­ 
est of opinions of the opposite writer, the dis­ 
putants never once stopping to think that ii 
makes a newspaper ridiculous to call its op­ 
ponent asinino and then take up columns 
' answering it, and that if a newspaper is worth 
replying to at all it is cnlitled to a fair repre­ 
sentation of the real meaning of its articles 
As to two partisan papers, so devoted to 
party that they would support his Satanic 
Majesty if nominated by their party conven 
tions, assailing, or defending by denial, Gov. 
Dix for making judicial appointments on po 
lltical grounds, it is laughable. Judges are 
nominated, advocated and supported for po 
litical reasons, acd it is a very thin-skinned 
business to object to the Governor going 
step farther (not admitting however that he 
has) and promoting them for just such reasons 
as tluse for which they were elected. It cer­ 
tainly is silly for two journals to assail and 
deny by the column what they advocate at 
overy other timo with equal persistence, tliai 
judges should be appointed on account of llicir 
politics. 


S e c re ta ry liic lia rd s o n o n th e f lo o r . 
There is soma talk at Washington of invit­ 
ing Secretary Richardson before the session 
ends to come upon the floor of the House and 
explain bis position. The greatest difficulty 
of the financial situation is felt on all hands to 
be the uncertainties of the future, increased 
beyond the effect of natural causes by the 
growing conviction among all cla-ses, public 
men and even the masses, that iu finance the 
administration is only drifting. There ap­ 
pears no evidence upon the surface that there 
is any distinct and defined policy about the 
matter, nor the least idea of using a compass 
or chart. "If so be, so be,” is evidently 
written over the door of the Treasury Depart­ 
ment in letters of the silver left over after the 
celebrated specie resumption. What is to lie 
done, whether we are to have contraction or 
inflation, gold or greenbacks, borrowing on 
loans or raising on additional taxation, is one 
of the things that no lellow can find out. But 
the finding of it out is of vast importance, es­ 
sentia! indeed to the business interests, and 
indirectly to all other interests of the country. 
Ikjs quiie evident we’ll never get anything 
out of Richardson while lie stands oO at arm’s 
length from Congress and answers it in enig­ 
matical and ambiguous papers. A cross-ex­ 
amination is needed to worry the least parti­ 
cle of information out of our present Secreta­ 
ry, and if the experiment is never repeated it 
should be tried just once. We mu-t know 
what is to be the policy of the government for 
the next year. Of course Mr. Richardson 
would soon demonstrate himself an asá if 
brought loanswerafew sensible questions, but 
tho sooner that is done perhaps the sooner wc 
will have another and better Secretary, With a 
Cashing in place of a Sickles why can’t we have 
a Hamilton where a Richardson now sticks like 
a rusty weathercock ? 
But ou general principles and independent 
of the present advantage, the adoption of this 
system would be a substantial improvement. 
The government Is too widely removed in Its 
constituent elomeuts, and the parts of it that 
make the policy do not consult each other in 
a practically useful way. We would certainly 
get more able finance ministers, for it would 
require brains to define and defend a policy 
upon the floor of an actively inquisitive House.

Impending Strike atChlcdgro. 
C hicago, Dec. 27.—There aitf still, a3 tliero 
have been for some days, rumors of an im­ 
pending sinko of locomotivo engineers on 
railroads centering here, but so far uono has 
occurred except upon the Great Eastern road, 
and trains, except on that road, are running 
regularly. 
LATEST PARTICULARS OF THE STRIKE. 
Columbus, O., Dec. 27.—Up to midnight no 
violence or particular trouble has occurred by 
reason of the strike of engineers. The rail­ 
road aulhorltlea to-night shipped five hundred 
cartridges to Bradford Junction for the use of 
the Sheriff of Darke county. There has been 
a consultation with the state authorities rela­ 
tive to calling out the militia for duty in ease 
they are needed, but up to this hour no calls 
have been made. 
Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 27.—A truin on 
the Pilt3burg, Cincinnati & St. Lonis Railroad 
left the union depot this evening in charge of 
Harvey Vance, an engineer not a member of 
the Uniou. Before the train reached the out­ 
skirts of the city a shot was fired which took 
effect Iu Vance’s arm, Inflicting a slight flesh 
wound. The shot was fired by a striking 
engineer whose name could not be learned. 
Several policemen were on board the engine 
at the tune and the man was arrested. 
No trains have gone east on the Pittsburg, 
Cincinnati & St. Louis Railroad to-day and 
none have arrived up to C o’clock. There has 
been one train each way on tho Louisville 
road to-day. The Sheriff of Cass county tele­ 
graphed to-day from Logansport for assist­ 
ance to quell a disturbance there and two 
companies, numbering 150 men, were sent, 
out by the Indianapolsi, Peru & Chicago Rail­ 
road under the commaud of General Dan Mc­ 
Cauley. They will reach Logausport to-night. 
A train from Chicago for Richmond went 
over the road, but did not stop at Logansport. 
Cincinnati, Dec. 28.- The Pacific Express 
traiu on the Pennsylvania Central Railroad 
which left New York on Christmas was delay­ 
ed on the road at Dennison, O., where the 
Sheriff boarded with a posse for its protection 
At Columbia, in the eastern suburb of this 
city, at midnight last, it ran Into au open 
switch aftd struck some cars in the side track, 
smashing the engine slightly and injuring the 
engineer. The passengers reached this city 
safelj-. 
Clev ela n d, Dec. 28.—The following com­ 
munication was furnisbfed to the agent of the 
Associated Press to-night: 
The strike now in operation on the leased 
lines of the Pennsylvania Railroad Company 
is in direct violation of the rules of the Broth­ 
erhood of Locomotive Engineers. My advice 
to every member of the brotherhood that has 
quit work on account of the strike is to go to 
work at once and use every influence in their 
power to induce all persons engaged in the 
strike to resume work and desist from any iu 
terfetence with the company’s properly or 
men. Iu my opinion no dishonor will be -at­ 
tached to afoy man who accepts a situation 
from the Pennsylvania Railroad Compauy dur­ 
ing their present difficulties. 
C h a r les W ilson, 
Grand Chief Engineer. 
John Ferheubacb, President of the Machin­ 
ists’ and Blacksmiths’ International Uniou 
has issued orders instructing members of that 
order at Chicago, Cincinnati, Columbus, Pitts 
burg, Indianapolis, Logansport, Jeflerson 
ville and Ulrichsville, O., to refrain from inter 
fering with locomotive engineers in their 
strike. 
Cincinnati, Dec. 28.—A reward of S500 is 
offered for the arrest of the man who mis­ 
placed the switch at Columbia last night. He 
was observed by a boy to change it about half 
a minute before the train was due. The train 
was moving twenty miles per hour at tho time 
and drove a freight car into a neighboring 
dwelling, partially demolishing it. 
Superintendent Ellison is ii receipt of dis­ 
patches from ¡Superintendents of the Pan 
Uaudle&Columbu3and Chicago ¿Indiana Cen­ 
tral divisions that the outlook is better to-day 
than at any time since the strike began. The 
be3t engineers here to-day have expressed re­ 
gret for having struck, but have not asked to 
be taken back. The firemen commenced 
coming back to-day and some have been re­ 
ceived. 
Neither of the two eastward passenger 
trains which were to leave started from here 
to-day. No freight trains will run to-morrow, 
but by Wedesday they are expected to move 
regularly. AU of tho passenger trains except 
two accommodations will move to-morrow. 
After Tuesday alt trains will run unless pre­ 
vented by unforeseen developments. The ac­ 
cident last night has had the effect to double 
the precautions of the company and array the 
be3t engineers against reckless, criminal ones. 
A special from Richmond, Ind., says the Lo­ 
gansport watchman discovered a misplaced 
switch and restored it by great effort barely in 
timo to save a passenger train full of people, 
whicti passed by at the rate of twenty-five miles 
per hour. A Fort Wayne special says a strike 
of engineers ou tbeToledo, Wabash & Western 
Railroad is immineut against a fifteen per 
cent, reduction of wages. A committee of 
engineers have protested to the officers, who 
remain firm. The strike is 'expected to-mor­ 
row. The strike hero is confined to the Pitts­ 
burg, Cincinnati & St. Louis Railway. The 
officers say they will not compromise. 
P ittsburg, Dec. 28.—The engineers’ strike 
still continues. A ta meeiing in Alleghany 
City to-day it was resolved to stand out at all 
hazards. Trains are arriving and departing 
on the Pittsburg, Port Wayne & Chicago and 
Cleveland & Pittsburg roads as usual. The 
Pittsburg, Cincinnati & St. Louis road is suf- 
ferring more than others.

I ndianapo lis, Dec. 28.—Everything quiet 
liero to-day, and railroad matters improviug. 
Passeuger trains arrived on the Pan Handle 
Railroad from Columbus at 1.30 this morning 
and one train went cast at 3 P. M., Superirt- 
tendent Miller of the First Division being in 
charge. Another train from Columbus will

THE tfíBGINICS SURVIVORS. 
Their Arrival ut New York. 
New York, Dec. 28.—Tho United States 
steamer Juniata, from Santiago de Cuba, with 
102 persons formerly of the steamer Virginias, 
arrived here this evening. 
The Juniata was towed to the Brooklyn 
navy-yard this evening, where she was moored 
about ono hundred yards from shore. Iu ac­ 
cordance with instructions from Washington 
ail Intercourse or communication with those 
on board tho steamship was denied and many 
friends of the prisoners and prominent Cubans 
Were tallied away disappointed from the navy 
yard. The prisoners will remain on board 
the steamship until orders to the contrary 
have been received. None of the officers or 
crew of the steamship have yet been allowed 
to leave the vessel. 
New York, Dec. 28.—When the Juniata 
arrived to-day District Attorney Bliss, three 
assistants, Commisslner Davenport with a 
number of stenographers and an interpreter 
boarded her and began an official examination 
of the Virginlu3 prisoners. The proceedings 
are kept secret. The officers of the Juniata 
assert that there is a concerted plan among 
ths prisoners to profess entire ignorance as 
to the nature of the Virginius at the time of 
capture, and as to the transportation of arms 
there is great unanimity among them. They 
deny that nrm3 or ammunition were thrown 
overboard from the vessel during the pursuit. 
The Juniata experienced a heavy gale aud 
the officers express doubts as to the ability of 
the 03sipee to bring the Virginius into port. 
Commander Braine stated to a Tribune' re­ 
porter that three hours after embarking the 
prisoners he received orders to sail for New 
York. The latter were terribly dirty and half 
famished. While lying in the harbor of San­ 
tiago Commander Braine received several 
warnings of contemplated attacks upon liia 
vessel and was prepared for them. Every 
night for three weeks he had torpedoes placed 
on spars ready for use aad notified the ship 
plug in the harbor to give him a wide berth. 
The threats proved idle. Commander Braine 
says the feeling in Santiago is very bitter 
against Americans. Vice Consul Smith 
is in danger of his life and 
several 
times has been threatened with assassination. 
Smith wu3 shamefully abused in the daily 
papers and it was only by Bralne’s personal 
intercession with the Governor that the abuse 
was stopped. Ihe statements of the prison­ 
ers obtained by the Tribune reporter agrees 
that the treatment received was uniformly 
hnrsh and sometimes barbarous. All who 
owned valuables were robbed by thq crew of 
the Tornado aud ou their arrival at Santiago 
were crowded] together like cattle. Nearly 
200 prisoners were confined in a room fifty 
feet long and fifteen wide. The provisions 
furnished them were principally rice and wa­ 
ter. After the execution of Ryan, Fry and 
tbeir companions tho survivors were daily no­ 
tified that their execution was at hand. 
Priests were admitted to see them, and in 
many cases they made what they supposed 
their dying confession, and every possible 
means of increasing their mental suffering 
was resorted to.

THE BANKRUPT LAW. 
Protest against its Repeal. 
Cin cinnati, O., Dec. 27.—The Board of 
Trade to-day adopted a resolution protesting 
against the repeal of the bankrupt law, es­ 
pecially the involuntary clause, and recom 
mending amendments, reducing the expenses 
of enforcing the law by reducing the fees of 
Officials, and that section 39 be amended to 
make the time thirty instead of fourteen days 
in refercuce to suspension of commercial pa­ 
per. 
ANOTHER WHOLESALE STEAL. 
A Nice Bank President. 
P h il a d e l ph ia, Dee. 28.—The President of 
a minor national bank of this city has used 
the whole surplus of the bank, some $200,000, 
for the benefit of au iron manufacturing compa­ 
ny and it will be a total loss. The capital of 
the bank, however, is unimpaired. 


—The Rev. Mr. Punshon, who had been 
staying for a loag time iu Canada, has íe- 
turned to England, aud is lecturing at Liv­ 
erpool ou "The Meu of the Mayflower.” 
The bank balance oí the National Grauge 
is between $40,000 and $50,000, and a per­ 
manent investment of $40,000 is to be made 
ID United States registered bonds. 
—A number of people living in Cottonwood 
and Murray counties, Mino., have sent peti­ 
tions to the Governor saying that on account 
of tho destruction of crop3 by the grasshop­ 
pers, last summer, thny are deetltnta, and ailf- 
Ing for loaos of money from the State. 
The wife of Secretary Belknap, who is a 
si3ter of his former wife, is very popular at 
Washington. Her sister, who was very delicate, 
was killed by the overwork Imposed upon her 
by her social position, but Mrs. Bowers-Bel- 
knap, besides being very brilliant, is strong 
and can stand it with the best of them. 
A satisfactory method of deciding os to 
whether or not murderers are insane has been 
introduced in Chicago. The suspected party 
13 hanged and his brain is taken out, hard­ 
ened, preserved in alcohol, sliced, mounted 
on glass, and subjected to microscopical ex­ 
amination. 
Rev. T. K. Beecher reeeutlv ordered a 
glass oí aie sent to his room in a hotel at 
Goshen, Ind., after one of his lectures, but 
the landlord informed him that there was an 
ordiuanco forbidding the sale of liquor after 
nine in the evening, whereupon the reverend 
gentleman indignantly declared he had never 
heard of such fanatical fools as they had there 
in Indiana. 
Mark Twain has been making a great hit 
with his lectures in London, and is now trying 
bis luck in the provinces, but «¡ill return to 
this country in January. The price of admis­ 
sion to his lectures has been from 75 cents to 
$1.25* which is very high for England. 
His success, this season, is the more note­ 
worthy in view of the fact that winter is not 
the best season for snch things iu London. 
A church fair device in Troy rather 
knocks the mock-marriago chip oft Talma.ge’s 
shoulder. A ragged colored man aud woman 
entered the crowded rooni3 and pleaded for 
alms. They said they were starving, and 
their plight touched the hearts aad wallets of 
the crowd.

T h u rlo w W e e d « n d H o race G re e le y . 
[From John W. Forney's Aueedotes of Public Men.] 
Thurlow Weed was seventy-six Nov. 15.1S73, 
and is living in good circumstances, and in 
fair though feeble health, at his residence on 
Fourteenth street, near Fifth avenue, New 
York city. He is passing hi3 last hours in re­ 
calling and editing the memories and events 
of a long and exciting career. His gentle 
manners, warm heart and generous spirit 
have always been the sustaining elements of 
his life; and with his graceful aud still active 
pen, his retentive recollections of past men 
and measures, aided by a fine library to con­ 
firm what he writes, he will leave behind that 
which will be better than a fortune to his fam­ 
ily aud his friends. A cabin-boy on the Hud­ 
son at ten, a type-setter at fourteen, fifty-nine 
years a priuter-jonrnalist, in that long stretch 
of time lie has never held an office, either by 
appointment or election; yet for this very 
reason lie wielded an irresistible power over 
parties, politicians and statesmen. With ar­ 
dent impulses, strong convictions, chlvalric 
friendships and elastic energies, he moulded 
and mastered leaders and organizations, and 
at a great age may proudly assert that he has 
survived the vicissitudes of two generations, 
outlived the envies and enmities of victory and 
defeat, and stauds almost, alone in a posterity 
that honors him for his worth. As the dead 
body of Horace Greeley was borne along the 
aisles of the Church o f the Divine Paternity, 
in the city ot New York, December 4th. 1872, 
Tliurlow Weal followed the hearse of his re­ 
cent foe, with his grand white head bowed 
under a griei not the least earnest because lie 
had been a chief contributor to the re-election 
of General Gram to the presidency, or be­ 
cause the defeated candidate in the campaign 
just closed lay before him cold in degth. How 
these two men had contended, sometimes as 
friends, more lately as antagonists, the world 
knows. What a genius was Horace Greeley! 
To-day I bring back his work as one brings 
back the odors of the sweetest flowers, the 
strains of tbeclioicesl music, the colors of un- 
forgotten pictures, the echoes of the applause 
that moved some magnetic orator. His skill 
in tracing corrupt motives through all their 
concealed anatomy; his specific and technical 
knowledge of great questions; tho splendor 
of his written eloquestions; his ready wit; his 
full, impartial and accurate insight into the 
intricate machinery of elections; his simple 
life; bis honesty and his truth, all returned to 
me as among a thousand others I saw what 
was left of these treasures passing before me 
on its way to the grave. And there stood 
Thurlow Weed, with hia long history, with less 
genius than Greeley, but with equal energy 
and far more tact in the management of men. 
I could imagine him as he stood before the 
corpse of the departed philosopher, reciting 
part of the lines of Marc Antony over the 
body of the selfslaughtered Brutus, never more 
ju3t than if spoken by Weed at the coffin of 
Greeley: 
TUI* was the noblest Romau of them all. 
Tie, only in a general, honest thought, 
Aud common good to all, made one of them ; 
His life was gentle, and the elements 
80 mixed tn him, that Nature mlghtstand up 
And say to al t the world, This was a m an! 
One remark made 10 me by Thurlow Weed 
several years ago, when we were conversing 
about our experience iu public life, recurs to 
me as I am thinking of another character: 
“ I can imagine no better way to finish mv 
career than us the editor of a weekly paper in 
a rural town; a paper that I would make a 
model of typography and good temper, in 
which I might speak freely and kindly of every­ 
body and everything. With my love for ele­ 
gant printing and for preparing leaders and 
mv foqdness for paragraph?, I would be a 
reasonably busy and almost entirely happy 
man." He seem3 to have preferred a differ­ 
ent and perhaps a wiser course; and now, 111 
the circle of a devoted family ana hosts of old 
friends lie is filling out the hours of a well 
spent life in agreeable conversation and oc­ 
casional contributions to the periodicals.

F i r e o n S u n d a y l U e r n l u p . 
About 5 o’clock on Sunday morning the sta­ 
ble owned by Koran Flannery and adjoining 
his residence and store, od the road to Wil­ 
bur, just below the South Rondout ferry, was 
discovered to be on fire. 
The alarm was 
sonnded, but owing to the late snow-fall long 
before the fire engines could be drawn to the 
Icene of the conflagration the barn, with its 
contents, was entirely consumed. 
In the 
building were a ton of hay, a set of new har­ 
ness and a top-wagon. 
A cow which was al­ 
so In the barn was saved. 
Tho building was

The only fire company which went to the 
scene of the fire was Rapid Hose Co. No. 1, 
and Mr. Flannery says no other firemen were 
present. 
The neighbors turned out and did 
what they could to extinguish the flame3, and 
bad the wind not fortunately been from the 
north-east, driving the flames against tho 
side hill, the row of frams 'buildings adjoin­ 
ing the burning building would have been de­ 
stroyed. 
Wouldn’t it ba a good plan for tho Common 
Council to have horses to draw the lire en­ 
gines whcu the suow upon the ground is deep? 
for man cannot pdssibly get the apparatus to 
a tire in the suburbs through deep snow in 
time to bo of much service.

Mr. Lewis Coe, tho well-known furniture 
dealer of this city, died la3t nigbt at nine 
o’clock, from fjie effects of taking an over-dose 
of morphine, of which tho following are the 
particulars: 
For some time past Mr. Coo had been af­ 
fected with some disease of the head, which 
c iused him great pain and suflering. 
To re­ 
lieve Himself he was in the habit at tim es of 
takin í morphine, which was about .the ouly 
thing that would help him. 
On W ednesday 
nigut last he suflered much, and then took 
some, which did not seem to relieve him as 
usual, as he complained of his head feeling 
very bad on Thursday, and on Thursday night 
he took another dose, larger than usual. 
On 
Friday morning, between one and two o ’clock, 
Mrs. IÍ03P, his housekeeper, 
heard heavy 
groans proceeding from his room. 
She im ­ 
mediately repaired thither and found him 
breathing heavy and unconscious. Dr. Haight 
was immediately called in, and did all i .i his 
power to relieve him, out of no avail. 
Durin 
Friday Dr3. Cooper and Parker were also 
called, but they could not help him, and he 
breathed his last, as stated above, at nine 
o’clock last night, remaining totally uncon­ 
scious all the while. 
It was at first thought that be had been 
taken with an apoplectic tit, but an empty bot­ 
tle which had contained morphine was found 
standing on a table near his bedside. 
This 
told the fatal story. 
His age was sixty-one 
years. 
Mr. Coe was well-known in this city and 
throughout Ulster county. 
In former years 
he was a minister of the Gospel, and a noted 
temperance man. 
The news or his sudden 
death, and the circumstances attending it, 
will be a surprise to liis many friends.— Po'- 
keepsie Eagle.

As the train was 
near Rhiucbeck three of the pas.-enaer cars 
jumped the track. 
The accident occurred at 
a point where the Hudson runs along 
the 
track, and toward which side the cars left 
the rail. 
Nothing but the strength and prac­ 
tical utility of the bumpers prevented the 
car3, which were tilled with passengers, from 
going into the river. 
Thu smoking car and 
roar passenger coach were thrown across the 
track, the forward trusks of the smoking car 
baing broken, and forced from under the 
body of the coach. 
The passengers in the 
severa! coaches which left the track were con­ 
siderably shaken up, and no little consterna­ 
tion was produced among all on board in 
consequence. 
The ladies, especially, 
were 
greatly alarme i, but fortunately no onenvas 
seriously injured. 
The train was in charge of 
conductor 1’ursons, wiio is a successful man­ 
ager of affairs under circumstances so trying. 
His conduct gave confidence to all on board. 
All the passengers were out of the cars in 
doable quick lime, and mighty glad were they 
that tho result was no more serious. 
One 
couch was promptly lifted oa the track, but 
1: was almost imponible to get tbo smoking 
car and other coach on, so conductor Par­ 
sons caused all tho passengers to take seats in 
tbo cars already in portion, and the train left. 
The suiokiug.aud passenger coaches were deft
